SIR, 
The estimates of population, as presented in this Report are, as usual, 
founded upon the enumeration of males and females, as made at the two 
_ censuses of 1881 and 1891, the rate of increase of each sex being assumed 
to have continued constant since 1891. The population of Scotland, 
accordingly, as estimated to the 30th June 1894, is 4,124,691, of which 
1,991,684 are of the male sex, and 2,133,007 of the female.

The number of births registered in Scotland during the year 1394 was 
124,367, giving a birth-rate of 3:02 per cent., or 302 births in every ten 
thousand of the population, the lowest proportion of births ever recorded 

- in these reports, The number of births for the year under review is, with 

_ the exception of the years 1888, 1889, and 1890, smaller than in any year 
since 1875. The mean birth-rate for the last ten years is at the rate of 
3°16 per cent. of the population.

The male births during the year are 63,857, and the female 60,510. The 
births are in excess of the deaths by 53,254. The number of illegitimate 
births in all Scotland was 9064, and constituted 7:29 per cent. of the total 
registered births, the lowest rate that has been noted in these reports. The 
male illegitimates are 4693 in number, and the female 4371. 

Tables VIII. and IX. show how the births are distributed throughout the 
five primary Registration Districts :—in the Principal Town Districts they 
total to 52,081, of these 26,714 are of the male sex, and 25,367 of the 
female, together giving a birth-rate of 3:156 per cent.; in the Large Town 
Districts they are 17,393,—males 8931, females 8462, and constituting a 
birth-rate of 3°261 per cent.; in the Small Town Districts they are 26,875, 
—males 13,717, females 13,158, at the rate of 3°063 per cent. of population ; 
in the Mainland-Rural Districts they are 25,221,—males 13,032, females 
12,189, a rate of 2°685 per cent.; and in the Insular-Rural Districts they 
number 2797,—males 1463, females 1334, together giving a birth-rate of 
2°251 per cent. to the population of the same. 

In the same tables reference is made to the illegitimate births, which 
this year are fewer in number than during any of the last 36 years, and it 
is there seen that in the Principal Town Districts they number 3675, equal 
to 7:06 per cent. of the total births in the same,—males 1882, females 
1793; in the Large Town Districts they are 997, or 5°73 per cent. of all,— 
males 519, females 478; in the Small Town Districts they are 1827, or 6°80. 
per cent. of the whole,—males 958, females 869; in the Mainland-Rural 
Districts they are 2423, or 9°61 per cent. of all,—males 1263, females 
1160; and in the Insular-Rural Districts 142 are registered, equal to 5:08 
per cent. of all the births in the same, the males and females equalling each 
other in number, 71; or, in other words, 1 child in every 14 was born out 
of wedlock in the Principal Town Districts, 1 in every 17 in the Large 
Town Districts, 1 in every 15 in the Small Town Districts, 1 in every 10 in 
the Mainland-Rural Districts, and 1 in every 20 im the Insular-Rural 
Districts, the rate for Scotland being 1 in every 14. |

8°39 per cent.; in Perth 7:44 per cent.; in Glasgow 6°84 per cent.; in 
Greenock 6°37 per cent.; in Paisley 6:24 per cent. ; in Leith 4°75 per cent. ; 
in Govan and Partick 4:28 per cent.; in Kilmarnock 4:11 per cent.; and in 
Coatbridge 3°57 per cent. 
In Table VI. the rate of illegitimacy in the counties is referred to, this

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The proportion of males born to females is as 105°5 is to 100. Among tie 
legitimate births alone the ratio is as 105°4 is to 100, and among the 
Ulegitimate as 107°4 is to 100. 

During the year 1450 of the births were of twins, and 13 of triplets, So 
that of the total mothers bearing children, in all 122 891, one in every 84°8 
bore two at a birth, and one in every 9454 bore three. 

The births were registered throughout Scotland in each month in the 
following proportions :—8-92 per cent. during October, 8°64 per cent. during 
March, 8°63 per cent. during May, 8°62 per cent. during January, 8°49 per 
cent. during July, 845 per cent. during April, 844 per cent. during 
December, 8:41 per cent. during June, 8°29 per cent. during August, 
8:27 per cent. during November, 7°48 per cent. during February, and 
7°36 per cent. during September. 

The birth-rate for each ten thousand of the population as estimated 
for the present year in the following European states is 183 in Prussia, 179 
in the German Empire and Italy, 164 in the Netherlands, 151 in Denmark, 
149 in Norway, 145 in Belgium, and 141 in Switzerland. 


MARRIAGES. 


27,604 marriages were registered in Scotland during 1894, which gives - 
a marriage-rate of 66°92 in every ten thousand of the population. The 
mean average rate for the last ten years, 1884-93, is 67 per ten thousand. 
The rate for England during the year under review is 76 per ten thousand. 

Table VI., among other things, shows how the marriage-rate varies in 
the various districts, &c., into which Scotland is divided, thus in the 
Principal Town Districts the rate per ten thousand of the inhabitants of 
the same is 82°69; in the Large Town Districts it is 67:24; in the Small 
Town Districts it is 59°07 ; in the Mainland-Rural Districts it is 50°90; and 
in the Insular-Rural Districts it 1s 32°84, ratios which, when compared with 
those of last year, indicate an advantage in the Principal Town Districts and 
Mainland-Rural Districts, the reverse in the other three districts. In the 
counties the rate also varies greatly, attaining its highest point in Edin- 
burgh, 78°84, and falling to the lowest in Sutherland, where only 33°62 
marriages per ten thousand of the inhabitants of the same were registered

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during the year. In but four counties did the rate exceed that for Scot- 
land, viz., 68:28 in Ayr, 71°67 in Aberdeen, 78-48 in Lanark, and 78°84 in 
Edinburgh. The counties in which the marriage rate was at its lowest are 
Ross and Cromarty, with one of 40°32, Bute 38° 10, Argyll 36°18, and 
Sutherland 33°62 per ten thousand. 

Table V. gives the corresponding rates in “the Principal Towns, that in 
Glasgow being 88°5, in Edinburgh 88°0, in Dundee 71°7, in Aberdeen 88° ae 
in Govan and Partick 60° 5, in Leith 78:3, in Paisley 71:3, in Greenock 
70:0, in Coatbridge 68:2, in Perth 93°3, and in Kilmarnock 80°8. 

The fertility of each marriage is as usual calculated in accordance with 
the plan proposed by the late Dr.Farr; the legitimate births during the 
year under review being divided by the marriages of a former year, on this 
occasion 1888; so that 14:39 gives 4°56 as the average fertility of each 
marriage, or 456 children. ‘were born to every 100 marriages, In England 
_ the average number of children to each marriage was 4-18, or 418 to every 
100 marriages. 

From Tables X., XI., and XII. some information may be obtained 
regarding the number and proportion of marriages as performed in Scot- 
land, and in its five Great Registration Divisions, under the «gis of one or 
other of various religious denominations. Thus, of the whole 27,604 
marriages, 12,650 were performed by clergy of the Established Church, 
5313 by those of the Free Church, 3074 by those of the United Presbyterian 3 
Church, 2608 by those of the Roman Catholic Church, 801 by those of the 
Episcopal Chureh, 1992 by those of other denominations, while 1166 of the 
marriages were irregular, being performed without proclamation of purpose 
and without reference to the intervention of religious ceremony. In other 
words, 45°82 per cent.. of the total marriages are in accordance with the 
usages of the Established Church, 19°25 per cent. with those of the Free 
Church, 11:14 per cent. with those of the United Presbyterian Church, 
9°45 per cent. with those of the Roman Catholic Church, 2°90 per cent. 
with those of the Episcopal Church, 7:22 per cent. with those of other 
denominations, and 4°22 per cent. are irregular in their nature, the latter 
being a somewhat lower proportion than for last year. Summing up the 
total number of marriages registered in Scotland, as also those in each 

denomination since the date registration was made law, it is found that of

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Tables XIII. and XIV. give the ages at which marriage was entered 
upon by both sexes, except in the case of three of the husbands and one of 
the wives, who omitted to state their age on the occasion. Of the whole 
27,604 celebrations, 1680 of the male spouses, and 5185 of the female 
were under 21 years of age at marriage, 18 of the former being between 17 
and 18 years of age, while 3 of the latter were between 15 and 16 years, 
and 50 were between 16 and 17 years. On the other hand, 28 of the 
husbands were over 70 years of age, one of the wives being between 75 
and 80 years at the time of her marriage. Table XIV. gives the varying 
proportions of marriages at similar ages in Scotland, and in each of the 
primary registration districts; thus in Scotland 2°49 per cent. of the 
husbands, and 11:04 per cent. of the wives were under 20 years of age at 
marriage, ratios exceeded in the case of both in the Principal and Large 
Town Districts ; between 20-25 years 34:28 per cent. of all the men were

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made use of their mark in lieu thereof. These proportions vary not a little — 
in each of the five primary registration divisions, there being in. the Prin- 
cipal Town Districts 3:14 per cent. of the husbands who used mark, 4°90 
per cent. of the wives doing likewise; in the Large Town Districts: the 
corresponding ratios are 2°76 per cent. and 3°85 per cent.; in the Small 
Town Districts they are 2°91 per cent. and 4°63 per cent. ; in the Mainland- 
Rural districts they are 1:11 per cent. and 2:07 per cent.: and in the 
Insular-Rural Districts, 8°58 per cent. of the husbands, and 24-02 per cent. 
of the wives married during the year were presumably unable to write. 

In eleven of the counties the husbands used mark in greater proportion 
than was the ratio for all Scotland, and in the same number the wives did 
likewise. The counties in which the men thus fail are Orkney, Caithness, 
Sutherland, Ross and Cromarty, Inverness, Dumbarton, Argyll, Bute, Ren- 
frew, Lanark, and Haddington; those in which the women, are Shetland, 
Sutherland, Ross and Cromarty, Inverness, Nairn, Forfar, Dumbarton, — 
Argyll, Renfrew, Lanark, and Wigtown. In Kinross and Peebles the spouses 
in all cases signed their names, while in Shetland and Berwick all the 
bridegrooms, and in Kincardine all the brides did likewise. <At the foot of 
the table similar facts as to Edinburgh and Glasgow are given, in the 
former city 98°91 per cent. of the husbands and 98°15 of the wives signing 
their names, leaving 1:09 per cent. and 1°85 per cent. respectively as using 
mark; and in the latter city 95°90 per cent. of the men, and 93°42 per 
cent. of the women signing, leaving 4°10 per cent. of the former, and 6°58 
per cent. of the latter who adhibited their mark. 

14:99 per cent. of the marriages were registered during June, 14°25 per 
cent. during December, 12°40 per cent. during January, 11°33 per cent, 
during July, 7°72 per cent. during April, 6°69 per cent. during November, 
6:43 per cent. during October, 6°36 per cent. during September, 5°79 per 
cent. during March, 5°81 per cent. during August, 5°05 per cent. during 
February, and 3:18 per cent. during May. 

The marriage rate per ten thousand of estimated population in the 
undernoted European States during 1894 is as follows :—64 in Norway, 
70 in Denmark, 72 in the Netherlands, 75 in Switzerland and in Italy, 76 
in Belgium, and 80 in the German Empire and in Prussia. 


DEATHS. 


71,113 deaths were registered throughout Scotland during the year 1894, 
giving a mortality rate of 172 in every ten thousand of its inhabitants as 
estimated, or one death in every 58 of the population; 35,153 of these are 
males and 35,960 females. On comparing the number of deaths during 
the present year with the immediately preceding year, the former are seen 
to be fewer by 8557, and the rate the lowest as yet given in these reports. 
The mortality rate among the males alone is for the present year 177, and 
among the females 169 in every ten thousand of the sexes respectively. 
‘The mean death-rate for the last ten years is 192 per ten thousand of the 
population. 

Tables XTX. and XX. give the number of deaths and the corresponding 
mortality-rate in each of the five great Registration Districts. From the 
former, the number of deaths registered in the Principal Town Districts is 
30,875, the rate being 187 in every ten thousand of the inhabitants of the 
same, the male deaths numbering 15,534, and the female 15,341; in the 
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‘Large Town Districts the total deaths were 9336, equal to 175 in each ten 
‘thousand of the inhabitants, the males alone 4549, and the females 4787 ; 
in the Small Town Districts the total is 14,582, the equivalent rate being 
166 per ten thousand of population, the male deaths numbering 7116, and 
- the female 7466; in the Mainland-Rural Districts the deaths were 14,423, 


at the rate of 154 per ten thousand of population, the males 7071, the 


_ females 7352; and in the Insular-Rural Districts the deaths amounted to 
~ 1897, or 153 in every ten thousand of the population of the same as 


estimated, male deaths 883, female 1014. When the total Urban and 
Rural rates are compared, it is seen that the former is much higher than the 


latter, viz., 179 as compared with 153 per ten thousand of the respective 
‘ populations. The death-rate in the case of both sexes in the Principal Town 
- Districts, and of the females in the Large Town Districts is higher than 
_ these same for Scotland, and in the Principal and Small Town Districts the 
male rate is higher than that of the female. 


Tables X XI. and XXII. give corresponding information as to each of the 


- Principal Towns in Scotland. Glasgow shows a total of 13,673 registered 
deaths during i894, being at the rate of 19°9 per thousand of its popula-

Tables X XIII. and XXIV. present the number of deaths of both sexes 
in Scotland, and in each of the Primary Registration Districts at various 
ages, with the percentage of them to the numbers presumably alive at the 
like ages.

Under two years of age, the death-rate in Scotland was, in the case of 
the males 5-016 per cent., and of the females 4:886 per cent., ratios exceeded 
in the Principal and Large Town Districts and for both sexes. The lowest 
rate is in the Insular-Rural Districts 1'709 per cent., and 2°542 per cent.

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at a minimum, that of the male for Scotland being 0°299 per cent., and the 
female 0°366 per cent. These rates are somewhat exceeded in the case of 
both sexes in the Principal Town Districts, as also by that for the females 
in the Large Town Districts, and for the males in the Insular-Rural Dis- 
tricts. In all cases, except the Insular-Rural Districts, the female rate is 
above that for the male. Between 15 and 20 years, the mortality rate has 
commenced to rise, that for the males in Scotland being 0°529 per cent., 
and for the females 0°558 per cent., rates which in the case of the males are 
exceeded in the Principal Town Districts, and of the females in the Large 
and Small Town Districts. In Scotland, and also in each district, except 
the Principal Town Districts, the female death-rate is higher than the 
male; Between 20 and 30 years the male rate for the whole country is 
0718 per cent. and the female 0°696 per cent., ratios exceeded in the case 
of the male in the Principal Town Districts and Insular-Rural Districts, 
‘and of the female in the Large and Small Town Districts. The female 
rate throughout is, as a rule, above that of the male. From 30 years 
onward to 70, the rate in the Urban Districts is seen to increase in a more 
marked manner than in the Rural Districts, after which the reverse in a 
great extent holds good. The male death-rate at all ages for Scotland is 
177 per ten thousand of the same sex, the female is 169. In the Principal 
Town Districts the corresponding ratios are 197 and 178 per ten thousand ;

in the Mainland-Rural Districts, they are 153 and 154 as above; and in 
the Insular-Rural Districts the mortality rate is in the case of each sex 
the same, viz., 153 in every ten thousand of the population as estimated.

population as estimated, and constituting 13:11 per cent. of the total 
mortality. The incidence of such diseases was most felt in the Principal 
and Large Town Districts, least so in the Mainland-Rural Districts. In 
the Insular-Rural Districts alone was the rate a higher one than for last 
year (Tables XXVIII. and XXIX.). 

Table XXXII. shows the number and proportion of deaths from the 
chief Zymotic diseases, and from ordinary causes, so arranged as to exhibit: 
the mortality due to each during five periods of life. Thus, of the whole 
9256 Zymotic deaths, 5787 occurred during the first five years of life, 737 
between 5-10 years, 249 between 10-15 years, 1649 between 15-60 years, 
and 834 at greater ages; the corresponding proportions being 62°5 per cent. 
during the early period, 8-0 per cent. during the second quinquennial period, 
27 per cent. between 10-15 years, 178 per cent. between 15-60 years, 
‘and 9:0 per cent. at ages over this; so that of the whole, 73°2 per cent. 
occurred during the first fifteen years of life. Table XX XIII. indicates 
that 24°63 per cent. of the total mortality in Scotland, registered as, occur-

Syphilis caused 164 deaths, 137, or 83°6 
per cent. of them during the first five years of life. Erysipelas caused 280 
deaths, 91, or 32°5 per cent. during the first period, 100, or 35°7 per cent. 
between 15-60 years, and 82, or 29:3 per cent. at greater ages. Puerperal 
fever caused 285 deaths, all naturally between the ages of 15-60 years. 
Among other diseases Croup caused 655 deaths, 552, vr 84°3 per cent. of 
them between birth and five years. 

Out of every hundred thousand of the population of Scotland, 226 are 
estimated to have succumbed during the year to some disease of a Zymotic 
nature, equal to 13°11 per cent. of the total mortality. In the Principal 
Town Districts the rate is 255 per hundred thousand of population, and 
13°64 per cent. of the specified deaths; in the Large Town Districts the 
rates are 252, and 14°39 respectively ; in the Small Town Districts they 
are 229, and 13°76; in the Mainland-Rural Districts they are 162, and 
- 10°55; and in the Insular-Rural Districts they are 191 per hundred thousand 
of population, and 12°52 per cent. of the total deaths as specified. 

Tables XXX. and XX XI. give information of a corresponding nature for 
the Principal Towns. Thus, in Glasgow, Zymotics are the cause of 279 
deaths in every hundred thousand of its population as estimated, equal to 
14:02 per cent. of the total specified deaths. Hooping-Cough accounts for 
86 of the former proportion, Measles and Diphtheria each for 36, Diarrhea 
and Dysentery for 35, Scarlet-Fever for 30, Fevers for 24 (22 of them 
being Enteric), Influenza for 8, and Small-pox for 1. 

In Edinburgh, 214 persons per hundred thousand of the population suc- 
cumbed to Zymotics during the year, equal to 12:19 per cent. of all the deaths. 
Hooping-Cough accounts for 53 of this ratio, Diphtheria for 34, Scarlet- 
Fever for 25, Diarrhoea and Dysentery for 23, Small-pox for 21, Fevers for 
15 (14 being Enteric), Influenza for 11, and Measles for 4. 

In Dundee, 254 deaths per hundred thousand of the inhabitants occurred 
from Zymotics, or 13°49 per cent. of the total mortality was of this nature. 
Hooping-Cough is the cause of 72 of the former proportion, Measles of 52. 
Diarrhoea and Dysentery of 44, Diphtheria of 23, Fever of 16 (13 Enteric, 
or Typhoid), Scarlet-Fever of 9, Influenza of 6, and Small-pox of 1. 

In Aberdeen, the proportion of Zymotic deaths to population as above 
was 274, or 14°68 per cent. of all the deaths. To Hooping-Cough 79 of 
this is ascribed, to Measles 53, to Diarrhceal affections 34, to Diphtheria 28, 
to Scarlet-Fever 22, to Fevers 10 (8 being Typhoid), to Influenza 8, and to 
Small-pox 1. 

In Govan and Partick, 215 in every hundred thousand of the esti- 
mated population died from Zymotics, or 13°41 per cent. of all the 
specified deaths were of this nature, 99 of these are due to Hooping-Cough, 
29 to Diphtheria and to Diarrhceal affections, 25 to Measles, 9 to Fevers (all 
Enteric), 8 to Scarlet-Fever, and 1 to Influenza. 

In Leith, the proportion is 235 to population, or 13°96 per cent. of all 
deaths. For 79 of this ratio Hooping-Cough is accountable, for 65 Small- 
pox, for 32 Diphtheria, for 18 Diarrhoea and Dysentery, for 14 Fevers (all 
Typhoid), for 4 Scarlet-Fever, and for 3 Measles and Influenza. | 

In Paisley, 222 persons in every hundred thousand of its inhabitants suc- 
cumbed to Zymotics, or 12°43 per cent. of the whole. Hooping-Cough 
accounts for 56 of the former, Diarrhcea and Dysentery for 33, Diphtheria 
and Fevers each for 28 (24 of the latter being Typhoid), Scarlet-Fever for 
23, and Measles and Influenza each for 11. 

In Greenock, the mortality rate is 257 per hundred thousand of popula-

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129 deaths from Small-pox were registered throughout Scotland during 
the year, giving a rate of 3 in every hundred thousand of the population, 
or 0°18 per cent. of the total deaths, (Tables XXVIII. and XXIX.). 
73 of these were males and 56 females. 67 of the males and 48 of

The Prin- 
cipal and Small Town Districts apparently suffered most in this way, the 
rate in the former being 27, and in the latter 20 per hundred thousand 
of the inhabitants, while in the Insular-Rural Districts it was but 1. 

Scarlet-Fever caused 834 deaths, equivalent to 20 in every hundred 
thousand of the inhabitants, and 1:18 per cent. of all the specified deaths ; 
425 of them are males and 409 females. The Urban Districts show the 
highest death-rate from this, being 23 in the Principal Town Districts, and 
21 in the Large Town Districts, while in the Insular-Rural Districts it 
-was 12 to the population as above. 

From Influenza, 812 deaths are registered, being at the rate of 20 per 
hundred thousand of the population, or 1:15 per cent. of all deaths; of these 
371 are males and 441 females.

From Hooping- Cough there is 2552 deaths, giving a Aaasnaae of 62 
per hundred thousand “ot population, and forming 3°62 per cent. of all the 
deaths; the males number 1160, the females 1392. The rates fall as 
under, 77 per hundred thousand in the Principal Town Districts; 89 in 
the Large Town Districts; 58 in the Small Town Districts; 30 in the — 
Mainland-Rural Districts; and 36 in the Insular-Rural Districts. In 
Scotland, and in each district this disease was more severe upon the female 
than upon the male children. 

Diphtheria caused 1173 deaths at the rate of 29 per hundred thousand 
of population, or 1°66 per cent. of all deaths; the males 553, the females 
620. The death-rate from Diphtheria is high in each district except 
the Insular-Rural, where it is 5 per hundred thousand, being 32 in like 
proportion in the Principal Town Districts, 29 in the Large and Small 
Town Districts, and 25 in the Mainland- Rural Districts. 

Continued Fevers caused 767 deaths, equal to 19 per hundred thousand 
of population, and forming 1:09 per cent. of the total deaths; males 413, 
females 354. Diseases of this nature were apparently somewhat equally 
prevalent in each district; the highest rate being 22 per hundred thou- 
sand in the Large and Small Town Districts, and the lowest 12 in the 
Mainland-Rural Districts. Typhus Fever caused 36 deaths throughout 
Scotland ; Typhoid or Enteric Fever caused 702 (males 385, females 317), 
together giving a rate of 17 per hundred thousand of the inhabitants ;

[ll-defined Fever caused 26. From Table XXXVIL. it is scen that 128 of 
the Typhoid deaths were registered in the Rural Districts, forming 91:43 per 
cent. of the total fever mortality in the same, while 574 of them occurred 
in the Urban Districts, equal to 91°55 per cent. of the fever mortality 
therein. Typhus caused 28 deaths in the Urban Districts and 8 in the 
Rural. | 

Diarrhoea and Dysentery caused 1235 deaths, equal to 30 in every 

hundred thousand of the population, or 1°75 per cent. of the total 
specified deaths; males 594, females 641. The rate in the different dis- 
tricts is 32 per “hundred thousand in the Principal Town Districts, 35 
in the Large Town Districts, 33 in the Small Town Districts, 23 in the 
Mainland-Rural Districts, and 15 in the Insular-Rural Districts. 
_ Cancer was the assigned cause of 2928 deaths, being at the rate of 72 
per hundred thousand of population (the male rate 52, the female 90), and 
equivalent to 4:15 per cent. of the total mortality; males 1027, females 
1901. The highest rate is in the Mainland-Rural Districts 77, in the 
Principal Town Districts it is 73, and in the Small Town Districts it is 
70. Tables XXX. and XXXI., which refer to the Principal Towns, show 
how the highest rate occurs in “Edinburgh, where in every hundred thou- 
sand of its inhabitants 112 succumbed to Cancer, the rate in Aberdeen is 
80, in Dundee it is 74, in Glasgow, Leith, and Kilmarnock it is 69, in 
Greenock it is 58, in Perth it is 53, in Coatbridge it is 22, and in Govan 
and Partick it is 18 in like proportion. 

Diseases of a Tubercular nature caused 9729 deaths, equal to 238 per 
hundred thousand of population, and 13°78 per cent. of all deaths; males 
4765, females 4964. These rates are exceeded in the Principal and Large 
Town Districts, in the former of which the rate to population is 281, and 
the percentage to the total deaths 15°01, being in the latter 246 and 
14:03 respectively ; in the Small Town Districts the proportions are 225, 
and 13°54; in the Mainland-Rural Districts 178, and 11°60; and in the 
Insular-Rural Districts 163, and 10°65. By far the greatest number of 
such deaths occur from Phthisis, the males thus succumbing being 3406, 
and the females 3702, together equal to 174 per hundred thousand of the 
population, and forming 10:07 per cent. of the total deaths. Deaths from 
Consumption were registered in each of the five districts per hundred thou- 
sand of their inhabitants as follows :—in the Principal Town Districts the

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rate is 203, in the Large Town Districts it is 178, in the Small Town Dis- 
tricts it is 161, in the Mainland-Rural Districts it is 136, and in the Insular- 
Rural Districts it is 130. Of the males who died from this disease, 8°31 
per cent. were under 15 years of age, 69°85 per cent. between 15-45 years 
of age, and 21:84 per cent. at greater ages; the corresponding rates among 
the females are 12°40 per cent., 73°90 per cent., and 13°70 per cent. In the 
Principal Towns Phthisis took toll of the inhabitants as follows:—in 
Glasgow 228 in every hundred thousand of its inhabitants so died, in 
Dundee 214, in Greenock 211, in Leith 196, in Aberdeen 182, in Coat- 
bridge 180, in Govan and Partick 179, in Edinburgh 174, in Paisley 169, 
in Perth 166, and in Kilmarnock 158. ‘Tabes Mesenterica caused 754 
deaths in Scotland, males 404, females 350; Tubercular Meningitis 1150, 
males 588, females 562; and Scrofula 717, males 367, females 350. 

From diseases of the Brain and Nervous System 8348 deaths occurred, 
equivalent to 204 per hundred thousand of population, and forming 11°83 
per cent. of all deaths, males 4157, females 4191. The rate for Scotland 
is exceeded in each of the Urban Districts, that in the Rural Districts, and 
especially the Insular-Rural being much below it. Perth, among the 
Principal Towns, shows the highest rate, 249 per hundred thousand, fol- 
lowed by Greenock with 235, Aberdeen with 227, Glasgow with 226, 
Paisley with 221, Dundee with 218, Kilmarnock with 216, Leith with 202, 
Govan and Partick with 201, Edinburgh with 192, and Coatbridge with 
174. Of the more important nervous diseases Apoplexy caused the death 
of 2714 persons, males 1196, females 1518; Paralysis 1649, male 781, 
females 868; Epilepsy 254, males 129, females 125; and Convulsions 
1046, males 592, females 454. 

Diseases of the Circulatory System caused 6508 deaths, equivalent to 159 
in every hundred thousand population, and 9°22 per cent. of all deaths, males 
3166, females 3342. The rate is highest in the Mainland-Rural Districts, 
being there 175 to the population as above, and lowest in the Insular- 
Rural Districts 126. In the Principal Towns the highest rate is in Perth, 
199, followed by Edinburgh with one of 182, Paisley with one of 169, Leith 
with one of 163, Kilmarnock with one of 161, Glasgow and Dundee each 
with one of 157, Greenock with one of 154, ‘Aberdeen with one of 152, 
Govan and Partick with one of 118, and Coatbridge with one of 98. 

Diseases of the Respiratory Organs caused 12,932 deaths, at the rate of 
316 per hundred thousand of population, and forming 18°32 per cent. of 
all deaths, males 6710, females 6222. The rate in both the Principal and 
Large Town Districts is above that for Scotland, being 371 and 326 
respectively, the lowest rate, 237, falling in the Insular-Rural Districts. 
In the Small Town Districts the rate is 289, and in the Mainland-Rural

ry ‘plished in Scotland, its Groups of Districts, Counties, and Principal Towns during the Year 1894, 
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From diseases of the Organs of Locomotion, bones and joints, 407 deaths 
are registered, equal to 10 in every hundred thousand of the population, 
males 939, females 175; while diseases of the Skin proved fatal to Lids 
males, and 117 females. 

Developmental diseases, not including Old Age, are the cause of 2369 
deaths, males 1335, females 1034. Of these Premature Birth accounts for 
1926, ‘Atalectasis for 120, Cyanosis, Spina Bifida, and other atheist 
defects for 323. 

The deaths of 3732 persons are ascribed to Old Age, a mortality rate of 
91 in every hundred thousand of the population, and 5:29 per cent. of all 
deaths, males 1352, females 2380. At ages between 95-100 years 34 men, 
and 66 women died, while five of the former sex, and sixteen of the latter 
were stated to have been 100 years or over at death. The five men were 
a shepherd, and a linen manufacturer, each wt. 100 years; a crofter, and a 
general labourer, each w?. 101 years; and a labourer wt. 105 years. -As to 
the 16 women,—the widows of two crofters, the widow of a mason, the 
widow of a groom, and the widow of a farmer (five in all), were’ each qa. 
100 years; the widows of a contractor, and of a gardener, and the daughter 
of a crofter (three in all), were each wt. 101 years; the widows of a road 
contractor, and of a crofter were each wt. 102 years; a farm worker was 
wt. 103 years; the widow of a crofter, and two paupers—one of the latter 
formerly a domestic servant—(three in all), were each et. 105 years; and a 
domestic servant was et. 106 years. 

From Violence 2775 lives were lost, a rate of 68 in every hundred thou- 
sand of the inhabitants (male rate 103, female 35), and equal to 3:93 per 
cent. of all deaths, males 2040, females 735. Accident or Negligence 
accounts for 2505 deaths, males 1857, females 648. Those due to violence 
other than accident are 270, males 183, females 87, and of these 15 
are Homicidal, and 255 Suicidal, the ‘male suicides numbering ‘177, and 
the female 78. 

Of the Accidental deaths 117 occurred in Mines and Quarries, alee 
115, females 2; 307 deaths were caused by Railways or by other 
Vehicles, or by Horses, males 272, females 35. Burns and Scalds account 
for 286, males 142, females 144. Accidental Drowning ended the lives 
of 488 individuals, males 427, females 61, over and above which 45 
males, and 30 females committed Suicide in the same manner. 46 males 
and 20 females were accidentally poisoned, and 28 males and 11 females 
had recourse to poison in the getting quit of their lives. 

The poisons which caused death accidentally were Opium—as Laudanum

1 male; Lead, of 3 males and 1 female; Bichromate of Potash, of 1 male; 
Carbolic Acid, of 2 males and 3 females; Salts of Sorrel, of 1 male; Iodine, 
of 1 male; Carbonic Acid Gas, of 2 males ; Coal Gas, of 4 males and 6 females ; 
Laburnum Seeds, of 1 male; some unknown Vegetable poison, 1 male; 
Unripe Fruit, 1 male and 1 female: Shell Fish, 1 male; a Liniment, 1 male — 
and 1 female : a Ptomaine, 1 female; and in the case of 3 females, the 
poison was not stated.

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Acid, by 1 male; a Corrosive liquid, by 1 male; Arsenic, by 1 male and 1 
female ; an. Irritant poison, by 1 male; Oxalic Acid, by 3 females; the 
poison taken by 3 males and 1 female not being stated, 

Table XX XIXa. shows the methods by which Suicide was accomplished 
in Scotland and in its groups of Districts, Counties, and Principal Towns.

WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON THE 
MORTALITY. 


The following remarks on the weather of the year are extracted from 
the Notes by Dr. Buchan, under the direction of the Council of the Scottish 
Meteorological Society, which appear in the Registrar-General’s Quarterly 
Reports :— 

January was characterised by a low pressure with a large range, a 


mean temperature slightly under the average, with a mean daily range 
about a degree above it, and wind, as regards” direction, nearly the average, 
but of a foree much above it. 


February was characterised by a rainfall, heavy beyond precedent, being

The mean temperature of the last month of 
1893 was 40°'5, that of the first month of the year under review being 
36°°6, and which was the coldest of any month of the same year—1894. 
Those months which show the highest mean temperature are June, July, 
and August, | 

Table XLI. shows, in a marked degree, how the mortality is heaviest 
during the colder and more inclement months of the year, and least so 
during the warmer, inasmuch as 10°54 per cent. of the deaths were regis- 
tered during January, 9°41 per cent. during December, 9°24 per cent. during 
March, 8°60 per cent. during February, 8°36 per cent, during May, 8°35 
per cent. during April, 8°32 per cent. during November, 8:17 per cent. 
during October, 7°92 per cent. during June, 7-46 per cent. during July, 
7:17 per cent, during August, and 6:46 per cent. during September. 

Table XLII. indicates the connection between certain atmospheric pheno- 
mena and the mortality from certain diseases as occurring in Hight of the 
Principal Towns of Scotland. Diseases of a miasmatic nature caused 
their greatest number of deaths during the early and colder months of the 
year, as also during November and December, which latter, although not 
showing the lowest mean temperature, were pre-eminently the months in 
which a number of deaths from measles were recorded, and when they 
attained their maximum. Small-pox caused 113 deaths in those towns, no 
month being without some occurring ; besides these there were, it may be re- 
membered, 16 more registered in other parts of Scotland. Scarlet-Fever.at 
no time stood very prominently in evidence as a cause of death, its maximum 
41 being during December, its minimum 15 during August. Hooping- 
Cough, on the other hand, claimed many lives, and that by far more 
markedly during the first six months of the year than during the latter 
six months. Diphtheria appeared as a cause of death during each month,
